VICHY, May 23—(U P )—A co n­ 
temptuo us rebuff o f o ne o f Ado lf 
Hitler's clo sest a i d e s by Gen. 
Henri Giraud, the French w a r 
hero who escaped fro m a German 
war-priso ner fo rtress, has result­ 
ed in paraly sis o f all nego tiatio ns 
between Vichy and Germany , it 
was learned to day . 
At a dramatic co nference here 
he persisted in his refusal to re­ 
turn to Germany ex cept in ex ­ 
change fo r 5 00,000 French war 
priso ners. He to ld Otto Rahn, H it­ 
ler’s secret co unselo r, t h a t he 
wo uld no t trust the wo rd o f any 
German — and specifically wo uld 
no t trust Rahn. 
Rahn left hurriedly fo r Paris 
la st night and Chief o f Go v ern­ 
ment Pierre Lav al left with him,

HONESDALE, Pa., May 23 - 
(AP)—Six persons were report­ 
ed missing and believ ed drowned 
today in one of a series of flash 
floods that swept throug h east­ 
ern Pennsy lv ania, making hun­ 
dreds homeless and paraly zing 
transportation ov er wide areas. 
The Lackawax en riv er fed by 
recent rains, burst the Seeley - 
v ille dam three miles abov e this 
northeastern Pennsy lv ania com­ 
munity and sent a six -foot wall 
of water rushing throug h the 
streets just before day break.

Those people who are attem ptin g to defend 
labor unions and collectiv e bargaining are in- 
\rriab ly saying that the critics of labor unions 
should attem pt to driv e out the corruption of 
labor unions rather than condemn labor unions 
in general. The reason analytical people so uni­ 
v ersally are condemning labor unions is that they 
know of no labor union that is not corrupt; that 
is. that is not v iolating the fundamental principles 
of Americanism; namely, equality of rights to 
pursue happinness for all people. 
Those who arc supporting and apologizing for 
labor unions would do well 
to point out one 
single,’ solitary, national labor union as an ex­ 
ample of th e kind of a union they mean, that 
only needs to h’av c its bad parts eliminated. Lot 
them name one labor union that does not either 
limit apprentices, apply seniority, attem pt to fi\ 
arbitrary minimum wages below which no one 
dare work, or try to bring about a closed shop. 
And ev en- one of these attem pts is corruption 
• a conspiracy against other brothor-workers. 
So. if all labor unions arc fundamentally cor­ 
rupt and thus endeav oring to rob some other 
American worker, it seems folly to talk about 
correcting the bad acts of labor unions. If wo 
took these corruptiv e restrictiv e activ ities out of 
all modern labor unions, no one would recognize 
them as labor unions. These attributes are the 
essence and foundation on which all modern labor 
unions operate. 
It is because all labor unions, without any 
exceptions, practice or aim to practice some of 
these unAmerican acts that Henry W ard Beecher, 
a conscientious, Christian man, said, “organized 
iabor is the w orst form of despotism ev er dev ised 
by the mind of man.” These practices are the 
reason labor unions are criticized as unions. 
Yes, I beg some defender of labor unions to 
name a single, modern labor union that is not 
guilty of some of these heinous crimes. I want 
to giv e this union a medal of honor.

NEW YORK, May 23.—“ Nobody 
is going to destroy Congress,“ 
writes Ray mond Clapper f r o m 
Washington in 
a rather sharp 
lecture to the national legisla­ 
ture. “ Congress is doing that job 
itself at the v ery moment when 
it is most needed. Members are 
so busy sneaking through retire­ 
ment pensions, grabbing unlimited 
gasoline rationing, hiding wiv es, 
children, nephews and in-laws on 
the pay roll, that they are missing 
the boat.” 
Clapper has more sound political 
wisdom and a more conscientious 
and intelligent understanding of 
the problems of the time than 
most members of either house. 
This is not log-rolling. Praise from 
me or any one elite would do him 
no material good because he is 
judged by what he writes not by 
what any one else writes about 
him and by the same token if 
were to belittle him he would 
suffer no loss of professional size. 
No Personal Criticism 
Therefore, what I hav e to say 
on the subject which he has open­ 
ed up, namely petty and cy nical 
self-interest which tends to im­ 
pair the faith of the people in 
their gov ernment, is intended as 
contribution to the discussion 
not as a personal criticism- 
I am sure Clapper knows that 
this greed of which he speaks is 
not confined to Congress in Wash­ 
ington, but although he once made 
an ex pert inv estigation of nepo­ 
tism in the House and was to 
some ex tent responsible for the 
defeat of 20 or more candidates 
for reelection, he has nev er, to my 
knowledge, put his finger on the 
true source of the public disap­ 
pointment in the high personali­ 
ties of our gov ernment. 
Started from Scratch 
Yet, if we are going to repudi­ 
ate this sort of thing it is not 
enough to attack 
nepotism 
in 
Congress and let it go at that. 
J immy and Elliott Roosev elt are 
officers on activ e serv ice in the 
war now and all honor to them 
for that, but long before there 
was any war these two y ounng 
men, starting from scratch with 
the first election of their father, 
quickly leaped into that income- 


tax group so heartily despised by 
the New Deal as being necessarily 
predatory , which embraces fewer 
than 50,OCX) Americans among the 
entire 130 million. Their sister, 
Anna, suddenly was touched with 
genius and, with no professional 
ex perience in journalism, became 
ov ernight one of the salary -aris- 
tocrats of the profession or busi­ 
ness. Mrs. Roosev elt also dev elop­ 
ed unsuspected gifts of great com­ 
mercial v alue and quickly ran her 
income up into the realm of dim­ 
inishing returns. 
By the same precident, a Con­ 
gressman may load the pay rolls 
with his kin, regardless of the 
actual worth of their ability and 
serv ices. Why not? 
It’s Legal! 
It is legal, isn’t it? 
Charles Michelson, the publicity 
man of the Democratic party , got 
a job at $20,000 a y ear from a 
big radio company which had deli­ 
cate dealings with, the Federal 
Communications 
Commission, 
a 
New Deal bureau of political hue. 
Yet, while drawing tHis big sal­ 
ary 
from 
a priv ate company , 
he remained a latch-key familiar 
to the White House. 
It was thought to be a small 
thing when Harold Ickes on two 
occasions tucked himself away Ni 
the nav al hospital, contrary to 
law, at a rate which would not 
hav e paid for a pitcher-and-bowl 
bedroom in a flophouse, and men­ 
tion of this was scoffed away as 
petty political faultfinding. 
Petty Stuff 
But the white graft by Con­ 
gress, the $2600 jobs for the in­ 
laws and n e p h e w s , which, as 
Clapper truly say s, has impaired 
congressional prestige, is all petty 
stuff, too. 
No white graft, no 
personal 
ex ploitation of public office, no 
assumption of special priv ilege is 
petty , howev er small the amount 
inv olv ed. 
It is the ex ample, the bad effect 
on the people’s respect for office 
that counts. 
Nor is it personal or political 
hatred which prompts such obser­ 
v ations as t h e s e . 
They are 
prompted by pure political ideal­ 
ism.

(Chicago Tribune) 
Curtiss-Wright announces that the new C-46 
military cargo and transport plane, the world’s 
largest twin motored airplane, is in mass produc­ 
tion. It is capable of great speed, range, and 
pay load and is described as capable of tly ing from 
continental United States to any point in the 
world where it might be needed. Curtiss-Wright 
officials say that 21 C-46s can do the transporta­ 
tion job of 4,500 trucks on the Burma road in 
three hops a day . 
The Burma road may be cut, but China will 
not go down for lack of munitions and supplies. 
The seas between us and our far flung garrisons 


may be full of hostile craft, but we can still 
reach them, for the sky way s are alway s open. We 
can mov e troops, field artillery , anti-tank guns, 
and reconnaissance cars by the new C-46 to any 
threatened point w'here there are landing facili­ 
ties. And we can get the men and material there 
far more speedily than they could be mov ed by 
ship or motorized v ehicle. 
Curtiss-Wright’s getting into mass production 
is welcome news. There are heartening signs 
here in Chicago that the v alue of the troop-cargo 
transport plane is fully recognized. Plans for a 
huge factory are under way to turn out plastic 
ply wood transport planes. 
Remembering t h e 
great role of this ty pe of plane in such German 
successes as the inv asion of Crete, we hope that 
our gov ernment will go our enemies one better 
in the dev elopment of military transports and 
turn them out in numbers adequate to our needs 
during our coming domination of the skies. 


American industry went ov er 
the top in April, out of the pre­ 
paratory organizing phase, and 
into the great American stride 
of mass production which no one 
can equal any where.

Great as our peacetime produc­

entered upon defense, the ex pan­ 
sion which has tfeen piled on top 
of it now is greater still. 
Practically ev ery phase — air­ 
planes, tanks and guns—is ahead 
of 
those 
stupendous 
schedules 
which Mr. Roosev elt laid before 
Congress at the outset of our 
defense 
effort, 
scheduled 
that 
many doubted could be attained. 
The reason we are ahead is the 
same one which is now beginning 
to show itself on the fighting 
front—superior American ingen­ 
uity . New techniques were dis­ 
cov ered. 
Schedule for a west coast plane 
factory , for instance,

planes a month. The factory is 
today turning out 150 planes a 
month. 
When the production line was 
set up there, both industry and 
labor began finding day after day 
new way s to speed it up until 
they trebled it. 
Mass production nev qj* remains 
static. Small arms production is 
any where from 25 per cent up, 
ahead of its blueprints, because 
of technical 
adv ancements. 
In 
shell production, it was discov ­ 
ered steel could be substituted for 
brass (copper) on shells of less 
than 5-inch 
calibre, 
and since 
then this line has been sizzling. 
Airplanes hav e three unsatis­ 
factory factory spots, mentioned 
in this column prev iously , but all 
others are now ahead. Difficulty 
now is the supply of processed 
materials like alumnium castings 
and forgings. How high produc­ 
tion will go will apparently de­ 
pend on how this shortage is 
worked out. 
Among the av iation factories 
which hav e done an outstanding 
job are the Consolidated

motor bomber plant on the Pa­ 
cific coast and the Curtiss-Wright 
plant in upper New York state.

Warship building is O.K., ex cept 
in one .small-boat phase.

April rate of ship sinkings is suf­ 
fered the remainder of this y ear 
the 8 ,000,000 ton goal of our con­ 
struction (ev en if it is reached) 
will be 2,000,000 tons short of 
what is needed. 
The first three months of the 
y ear, deliv eries of steel plate to 
shipy ards were behind, but this 
condition is now being remedied 
by div ersion. The bottleneck here 
now is in the supplies of pipes, 
engines, seacocks and such. 
In fact, things are going so 
well on this primary battle line, 
WPB has curtailed its new plant 
building and is switching the raw 
materials into actual production 
of tanks, ships, etc. 
Foolish stories are being spread 
around that this change was ef­ 
fected because WPB thought the 
war might soon 
end, but the 
real 
reason 
is 
plain 
enough. 
There is no use in pushing iron 
and steel into new factories when 
y our ex isting capacity can make 
mqre tanks and guns with it. At 
hand is May 31, the date for the 
end of most consumers durable 
goods production, and these old 
refrigerator and radio factories 
also will be av ailable for war 
production thereafter. 
Now this does not mean th® 
war is ov er. It does mean the 
battle on the important initial 
front has been won. Troubles on 
that front, of course, are not 
ended. Shortages of materials lie 
ahead, particularly for the period 
of the end of this y ear. 
Factories y et are far from a 
3-shift capacity basis. They are 
bey ond the one and one and a 
half shifts, but there is y et some 
leeway for adv ancement on this 
angle, and others. 
The important thing now is 
that it was won by the same 
sort
